Last Saturday night, at the 
dinner of the Harvard Club at 
Philadelphia, he volunteered a few 
remarks, following the response of 
a newspaper man to a toast of 
“The Press,” in which he violently 
attacked newspaper reportefs. He 
stigmatized them as “drutikards, 
thieves, dead-beats and bummers,” 
and complained of the gross inac- 
curacy characteristic of their work. 
These remarks seem to have been 
unqualifiedly applied to reporters | —— 
as a class. Presid@ént Eliot, ina 
subs uent ‘intertiéw, claimed to 
have e He had 
understood that no reporters were 
in attendance and wondered at the 
breach of trust in those present al- 
lowing any statement to get out. 

The first thing that appears here 
is President Eliot’s inconsistency ; 
the next is his cowardice. In the 
same breath he denies the fact and 
condemns his associates fer giving 
it away. Assuming that his re- 
marks were not to be made in 
public, he indulged in a violent 
and unjust attack upon the mem- 
bers of a respectable profession, in 
the belief that they would have no 
opportunity to strike back. Pres- 
ident Eliot is known as a bright 
man, and has been considered an 
independent and courageous one; 
but if he wanted to make such an 
attack, aud maintain his reputa- 
tion, he should have made it 
openly, not under cover of a ‘club 
dinner, and then complain because 
his remarks got out. 

The Bulletin says: No respect- 
able newspaper man will deny that 
irresponsible men get into the bus- 
iness—that is true of every pro- 
fession and occupation. An ignor- 
ant or unscrupulous man will 
sometimes get work ona reputable 
journal and retain it until he is 
found out and dismissed. ‘Mean-

are, also, it must be admitted, 
newspapers which are not only 
careless of the character of the men 
they employ, but even desirous of 
securing the services of pliant tools 
to work out the designs of their 
employers.
